Conditions on Camp Gordon 

Line Are Scored By Dr. 
Thornwell Jacobs, Capt. 
Weathers and Citizens

The special committee, appointed by 
council to investigate the question as to 
whether or not a double track is need- 
ed on the Georgia Railway and Power 
company’s line between Atlanta and 
Camp Gordon, Tuesday afternoon went 
into executive session, after hearing 
from a number of witnesses, and framed 
its report to council in the shape of a 
resolution which recommends that the 
matter be turned over to the Georgia 
railroad commission because of the 
fact that the portion of the street rall- 
way’'s line that is in question lies out- 
pide of the limits of the city and as a 
result the committee has no jurisdiction 
to act. 

The repo® was signed by Chairman 
John S. McClelland, Ed T. Mincey, Jones 
H. Pwing and N. T. Spratt, but was not 
concurred in by Alderman Steve John- 
ston, another member of the commit- 
tee. 

Arkwright’s Suggestion. 

This is the action that was sug- 
gested at April 12 meeting of the spe- 
cial committee by President Ark- 
wright, of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, who then stated that. 
he wanted some one to pass upon the 
question who had power to act. “If 
there is a complaint,” said Mr. Ark- 
wright at the-April 12 meeting, ‘put 
it before the Géoreia ratiroad commis- 
sion and we will abide by their de- 
cision.” 

Mr. Arkwright also stated at the 
last meeting that the company had 
made. no promises as to building a 
double track on the Gordon line, but 
Tuesday afternoon Lieutenant J. U. 
H. Barker, from Camp Gordon, as- 
sérted that the directors of the street 
railway had at one time agreed to 
build the double track. 

“They told me that they had 
purchased the rails and that they had 
decided to build the double track to 
Camp Gordon, and as the same condi- 
tions confront them today as when the 
statement was made to me by high 
officials, I advised them to build the 
track. I have recently urged them to 
build the track,” said Lieutenant 
Barker. 

Barker was in attendance 
upon the meeting with Captain H. G. 
Palmer, of the quartermaster’s de- 
partment at Camp Gordon, and both 
officers had been authorized by the 
commander of the cantonment to ap- 
, pear in behalf of better car service

‘session the committee heard a short 
statement from Preston 8. Arkwright, 
president of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, who reiterated his for- 
mer statements that the service of the 
company was good—better than-it was 
in other camp cities, and that under ex- 
isting circumstances the double track- 
ing of the line would not help matters. 

Equipment Is Needed. 

“It is equipment that is needed,” 
said he, “and that we are doing all in 
our power to get. You may take this 
matter to the eorgia railroad com- 
mission and double-track thig line, ebut 
you will do it at the expense of needed 
equipment and betterments to the servy- 
ice that are more urgently needed than 
a double track at this time. I stand 
upon what I said at first and I don’t 
care what anyone may think about it, or 
what anyone’s opinion might be; it 
will not help the service on the Camp 
Gordon line at this time, and under the 
existing shortage of equipment and men, 
to double-track the road” 

Mr. Arkwright had previously asked 
Chairman John S. McClelland the ques- 
tion if he, after making a trip over the 
road and investigating it closely, con-

Important meetings of three of the 
church boards were held Tuesday, 
those, of the church extension board, 
the education board and the commit- 
tee on publishing interests. Special 
attention was bestowed upon the 
meeting of the church extension and 
education boards, ag some vital mat- 
ters pertaining to. ‘these phases of 
church work are. to come before the 
general conference. With these ideas 
in mind these boards Tuesday resolved 
to ask the general ‘conference to au- 
thorize an almost 100 per cent increase 
in assessments for education and to 
direct that all moneys raised through- 
out the connection for church ex- 
tension be handled directly through 
the home office of the general board, 
rather than through the different 
boards of the various annual confer- 
ences. | 

The education board has Bishop E. 
E. Hoss as president, Bishop James 
Atkins as vice president, Dr. Andrew 
Sledd as recording secretary and Dr. 
Stonewall Anderson as general esecre- 
tary. The general conference of four 
years ago directed an assessment for 
the education board of $985,000 per 
year, which amount is now desired in- 
creased to $160,000 yearly. This sum 
added to the amounts raised by the 
varidus annual conferences for educa- 
tion will bring the sum contributed 
by Southern Methodists for educa- 
tional purposes to $750,000. 

Unusual Progress Made. 

The education board will show in 

their report to the general conference 


that unusual progress has been made 
in educational lines during the past 
quadrennium. They will report that 
$1,088,978 has been spent, which is an 
increase of $194,500 Over the previous 
four years. Under this board’s juris- 
diction are more than one hundred uni- 
versities, colleges amd academies in 
America, besides those located in China, 
Japan, Korea, Brazil, Mexico and Cuba, 
with gross assets of $24,627,118, against 
$17,360,104 as .reported at the last ses- 
sion of the general conference. 

The most far-reaching and important 
steps the education board will recom- 
mend to the conference are outlined by 
Dr. Stonewall Anderson, the correspond- 
ing secretary, as follows: 

1. That an educational association of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
be formed. 

2. That provision be made for the or- 
ganization of a joint commission of 16, 
with authority to eliminate or consoli- 
date any institution or institutions 
which the commission, finds should be 
eliminated or consolidated. 

38. That authority be given the board 
to elect an associate secretary of educa- 
tion, whose duty shall be to conduct 
campaigns for funds to be used in edu- 
cational work.

San Francisco, April 30.—One lurid 
chapter in the history of Germany’s 
intrigue to win mastery of the world 
was closed today when United States

The total:of the prison terms imposed 
was 23 2-3 years, and the fines totalled 
$64,000. 

Louis T. Hengstler, San Francisco ad- 
miralty lawyer, was the only defendant 
to escape a prison sentence. Judge Van 
Fleet remitted a jail term of four 
months after Hengstler made a plea to 
the court asserting his Americanism 
and denouncing German imperialism. A 
fine of $5,000 remained against him.

as we may regret it,” Judge Van Fleet 
said, in warning the Hindus not to re- 
turn to their propaganda activities 
when they are freed from prison. 

The judge’s statement followed a 
declaration by John W.. Preston, 
United States district attorney, that 
the Hindus in this city “still have 
two presses turning out barrels and 
Peng ef seditious literature every 
ay.”

“The punishment is wholly inade- 
quate to the crime and the penalty may 
well be called to the attention of con- 
gress and so amended that it will act 
as a deterrent,” he said.

The ‘newspapers will meet the 1n- 
creases, Mr. Aneny said, by readjust- 
ing their subscription ratas; no attempt 
would be made to make it up in in- 
creased advertising rates. 

Mr. McAneny explained that owing to 
the increased cost of print paper and 
other expenses due to the war, adver- 
tising rates have been advanced as 
much as possible. 

“Advertising can’t be forced to do 
more than it is doing totay,” he said. 

To meet the growing cost of publi- 
cation many newspapers have increas- 
ed their prices, advertising rates have 
been increased as much as possible and 
every economy possible has been prac- 
ticea, Mr. McAneny declared. 

Asking that the rates by modified, 
Mr. McAneny said the newspapers are 
not making a profit from a financial 
standpoint, but because the effect it 
will have on the circulations. He told 
of a newspaper publisher who is send- 
ing out renewal notices, notified 490 
supscribers that after July 1 their sub- 
scription rates would be increased be- 
cause of the law, while 400 notices were 
sent to other subscribers without any 
reference to increased rates.

Replying to a question of Senator 
Watson, of Indiana, Mr. McAneny said 
the publishers favor a zone system sim- 
llar in operation to the present parcel 
post system, with the present second- 
class rate prevailing for the first 300 
miles and graduated increases for tie 


other zones. : 

Mr. McAneny described the confusion 
the present act would cause, and said 
that under its provisions the rate for 
every newspaper must be made sepa- 
rately. If the law goes into effect, he 
added, the subscription list of the pa- 
pers of the country will be reduced by 
tens of thousands. 

In concluding Mr. McAneny urged 
that congress suspend the operation of 
this section of the act until after the 
war or that a flat zone system be put 
into effect with newspapers for the 
first two zones exempt from an in- 
crease in rates. He said that investiga- 
tion shows that transportation of news- 
papers for that distance does not add 
any expense to the government. 

Major Stahiman .also favored the 
zone system. He said the publishers 
are not asking any favors, but want 
to pay the government what is due. He 


also denied that any war was being 


waged on magazine publishers, but de- 
clared the postoffice department is op- 
erating at a profit and he did not 
think there should be any discrimi- 
nation. 

Last year, Major Stahiman said, he 
paid the government $20,000 for trans- 
porting his newspaper which has a 
circulation of 60,000 copies. Under the 
new law, he said, this will be in- 
creased $8,000 the first year, $15,000 
the second year, $20,000 the third year 
and $25,000 the fourth year. 

“T know that is not fair,” he declar- 
e . “It is not going to cost the gov- 
ernment any more to carry my papers 
that it has cost. I’ve got some circu-

lation beyond the 300-mile sone, but 
I want to pay for It. 
Separate Papers From Magazines. 
“We want a separation from the 
magazines and other publishers. We 


don’t want to stand in the attitude that 
the second class. postal matter costs 
the government $70,000,000 more when 
we know we are not responsible for it. 
While magazines — comply with that 
law, it is practically impossible for the 
newspapers to do it.” 

An amendment providing a flat zone 
system was proposed by the publishers. 
It would provide a rate effective July 
1, next, of 1 cent a pound for the trans- 
portation of newspapers for the first 
three zones, consisting of not more than 
300 miles: 1% cents for the fourth 
zone of from 300 to 600 miles; 2% 
cents for the fifth zone from 600 to 
1,000 miles; 3% cents for the sixth 
zone from 1,000 to 1,400 miles; 4 cents 
for the seventh zone of from 1,400 to 
1,800 miles, and 5 cents for the eighth 
zone extending beyond 1,800: miles. 

Stephen Farrelly, manager of the 
American News company, told the com- 
mittee that the zone system is “false 
in system and unfair.”’ 

Jesse H. Neal, executive secretary of 


the Associated Business Papers and 
representing the publishers’ advisory 
board of New York, urged that en-

Failure to return their road mileage 
and atitomobile reports to thé secretary 
of state by last night, the legal limit, 


may cost 35 Georgia counties not only 
serious embarrassment, but loss of their 
road fund. 

The secretar$, armed with an opinion 
of a former attorney general of the 
state, who held that counties persist- 
ently refusing to make this return shall 
not be permitted to delay the road work 
of those who have, and may, therefore, 
be dropped from.the list, is demanding 
immediate attention by the delinquent 
counties. 

The law provides that reports of road 
mileage, exclusive of cities and incor- 
porated towns, together with reports of 
automobiles and enforcement of auto- 
mobile laws, must be made to the state 
department not later than May 1.. The 
secretary of state is required, as soon 
after this date as possible, to compile 
estimates and allot to each county its 
proper proportion of the road fund 
which, it has/beeen estimated, may be 
about $250,000 this year.

Fulton County Anxious 
For German Prisoners 


To Work on Her Roads 


In the event that the government will 
pay the wages of the German prison- 
ers and other incidental expenses, as 
unofficial advices from Washington 
indicated would be done, the Fulton 
county commission will ask for a num. 
ber of prisoners for road work in this 
county. 

An official statement from the gov- 
ernment on the subject is expected 
within a few days. Dr. W. L. Gilbert, 
chairman of the Fulton county com- 
mission, stated Tuesday that the action 
of Fulton depends on the amount of 
expense to be borne by the government. 
The government will require the coun- 
ties to supply a superintendent to. di- 
rect the work and the necessary equip- 
ment for the road’ work, so unofficial 
news from. Washington states. 

It is estimated that 1,300 German 
prisoners will be available for road 
building in Georgia in the event the 
government and state authorities reach 
a satisfactory arrangement. -

Crowder Objects to Putting 
Them at Bottom of Draft 
List---Wants Draft Quotas 
Retroactive. 


Washington, April 30.—Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder today requested 
congress to eliminate from the bill ex- 
tending the draft to youths now 21 
years of age, the amendment putting at 
the bottom of the eligible list those 
who would register under the measure 
and asked that the bill basing draft 
quotas on the number of men in class 
one be amended to make its operation 
retroactive. 

General Crowder made his request in 
letters to the chairmen of the senate 
and house military committees. 

Of the proposa] to put the new reg- 
istrants at the bottom of the list of 
eligibles General Crowder said: 

“The plan proposed by this office 
would result in these registrants being 
given order numbers scattered through- 
out the entire list of order numbers. 
This seems to be fairer than the plan 
proposed by the amendment. The result 
of the house amendment in many juris- 
dictions will be to delay the calling of 
these young men for a considerable 


time. In the meantime their status will 
have changed, they will have married 
or become integrated with the indus- 
tries of the country. 

“Moreover, it establishes a precedent 
which may be appealed to, provided 
aliens are registered under the provi- 
Sions of the new legislation based upon 
treaties to be negotiated.” 

The plan to make the quota law re- 
troactive would apply it to men of the 
new draft called while the legislation 
is pending. Delay in enactment of the 
legislation, Genera] Crowder wrote, ne- 
cessitated the retroactive feature. 

“During the past few weeks,” Gen- 

eral Crowder stated, “the camps have 
become ready to capacity and the im- 
perative needs of General Pershing’s 
forces have led to the rapid dispatch of 
more troops overseas, and to the issu- 
ance of relatively small calls, by au- 
thority of the president, to fill the or- 
ganization in training at cantonments. 
The result of these calls spread over the 
past few weeks has been not only to 
exhaust practically all the deferred per- 
centages of the quotas on the first gen- 
eral call (July 12, 1917), but to add 
still further quantities of men in the 
excess of the first quotas.” 
Obviously, General Crowder added, to 
insure fair treatment for al] the states, 
the new quota plan should be applied to 
men called on the second draft. 

Representative Fields, of Kentucky, 
member of the military committee, call- 
ed at the white house tonight to dis- 
cuss the legislation with President Wil- 
son. He said later the president was 
opposed to the proposal to give credits 
on quotas for enlistments since the en- 
actment of the draft law. 

BILLS TO INCREASE 
U. S. MAN POWER. 

Washington, April 30.—Three bills to 
increase America’s man power in the 
war were introduced today in the sen- 
ate. Senator Poindexter, of Washing- 
ton, offered one authorizing the presi- 
dent to call immediately 1,500,000° men 
under the selected draft law: Senator 
Reed, of Misspuri, offered one to add 
5,000,000 men to the army, and Senator 
Smith, of Georgia, introduced a resolu- 
tion proposing to raise the army to 


5,000,000 men.

FLOUR RIOTS AVERTED 
"SAYS HERBERT HOOVER 


By Government Control of 
Wheat---Control Prevented 
Price $30 to $50 Barrel. 


New York, April 3$0.—If the govern- 
ment had “allowed the commerce in 
wheat to take its untrammeled course” 
flour would be selling at the mill door 
today from $30 to $50 a barrel instead 
of $10 to $10.50, and probably “riot- 
ing would have been experienced in all 
our centers of congested population, 
of a violence that leads to blood in our 
gutters,” declared Herbert Hoover, 
federal food administrator, in an ad- 
dress here otday. 

Mr. Hoover spoke at a conférence 
of 160 representative American grain 
dealers and officials of the food ad-~ 
ministration’s grain division, called to 
discuss grain exports and regulations 


of cereal consumption in this country. 

Asserting that when flour went to 
$16.75 a barrel at the mill door last 
May and resulting hardships dislocated 
our entire economic life, Mr. Hoover 
said he did not accuse the grain trade 
of having been responsible for the 
situation, but rather blames the fact 
that the allies had to have wheat and 
were prepared to pay any price for it. 

“A series of speculations sprang up 
and were deplorable beyond words,” 
he said, “but only a microscopic por- 
tion of this. speculation was of de- 
liberate or vicious nature.” 

Taking up the question of why the 
allies cannot use more corn and leave 
the wheat for Americans, Mr. Hoover 
said that corn wags short-lived and 
difficult to ship in the germinating 
season and that the allies, with little 
equipment for home baking, are ig- 
norant of the art of making corn- 
bread. He added that while the 
United States now is exporting 50 per 
cent of its mill output, the allies have 
done their part by reducing their 
cereal consumption 30 per cent to pro- 
vide America with ships for more sol- 
diers. 

Stating that this government could 
have reduced consumption here by ra- 
tioning, by “allowing the market to 
take its untrammeled course,” or by 
voluntary conservation, he asserted 
that “any national ration ‘would be 
filled with inequalities and injustices 
to be avoided to the last moment.” 

If price levels had been allowed to 
rise without restraint, the poor would 
have paid in suffering and the rich 
in price, he said, adding that this 
“would have meant an enormous 
profit to the middleman and would 
have inspired the foundation of social] 


discontent.”’ 

Therefore, he said, the government 
had placed reduction in consumption 
on a voluntary basis. 

“I don’t believe there is another na- 
tion in the world in which the propor- 
tion of individuals of so willing a 
sense of voluntary self-sacrifice is so 
high as this people of ours,” he said. 

“At the present moment,” he added, 
“our crop prospects look anything 
from 800,000,000 to 900,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. The harvest of the allies 
also look promising. With this pros- 
pect we now have ground for hopes 
of plenty for ourselves and our al- 
lies, and instead of famine, we can 
look forward to an entirely different 
economic situation this year from that 
vera confronted us in the summer of

A FOOLISH LIMITATION. 


The Constitution is in receipt of a letter 
from a south: Georgia law firm composed 
of three of the ablest and foremost mem- 
bers.of the state bar, calling attention to 
provisions of our code which deny a 
guardian the right to invest trust funds” be- 
longing-to his ward in Liberty Bonds. 

Stating that their only object is “to be 
of some service in getting the desired re- 
sult,” in the form of corrective legislation 
by the general assembly this summer, and 
that they “‘do not want any advertising out 
of it,” the writers of the letter request that 
their names and that of their firm be not 
used; and we defer to their wishes, while 
giving our readers the benefit of the com- 
munication, which follows: 


Editor Constitution: We have just 
answered an inquiry from a,guardian 
as to his right to invest the trust 
funds in his hands in Liberty Bonds 
without first obtaining an order of 
court authorizing such investment. We 
have been forced to advise that for 
his own protection it would be neces-: 
sary for him to obtain such authority. 
This means that he will not buy any 
of the bonds, 

Under the law as it exists, a guar- - 
dian is authorized to invest such funds 
“in stocks, bonds, or other securities 
issued by this state.” Code of 1910 
Sections 3070 and 3764. Under section 
8765 authority is given to executors 
administrators, ‘guardians and trustees 
to invest in bonds issued by any 
county or municipality of this state 
which have been validated as re- 
quired by law, upon ‘the same terms 
and conditions as they are authorized 
to invest in state bonds and securi- 
ties. There are other sections bearing 
upon the question, but it is unneces- 
sary to cite them, as they do not en- 
large the class of preferred invest- 
ments. 

In view of the national crisis ex- 
isting, it has occurred to us that this 
situation ought to be brought to the 
attention of the people generally, and 
to legislators especially, in the hope 
that at the approaching session of the 
legislature a law will be passed which 
will authorize the investment of funds 
in the hands of such fiduciaries in the 
safest form of security Known, with- 
out the trustee either having to as- 
sume personal risk or having to bur- 
den the trust which he represents with 
unnecessary cost and expense, 

We know of no agency that is 
better fitted to present the matter ef- 
fectively than The Constitution. 

Our only desire is to be of some 
service in getting the desired result, 
and we do not want any advertising 
out of it. 


This presents a situation that demands 
attention by the general assembly at its 
approaching session. 

It is indeed a strange provision of our

Why Fixing Cotton Prices 
Is Not Practicable 


Editor Constitution: For the first time 
within the experience of half a century cot- 
ton growers are receiving a fairly remunera- 
tive price for the chief staple product of 
their solls and labor. The recent bill intro- 
duced in congress to fix a maximum price 
for raw cotton in the south at 20 cents per 
pound, as a war measure, is not only a spe- 
cies of obnoxious class legfslation but indi- 
cates also a glaring ignorance of the cost 
of production under existing war conditions. 
Just why some of the people of the north 
and west of this great union of states want 
the cotton growers of the south to produce 
and sell cotton at or below the cost of pro- 
duction it is difficult to perceive. But this 
seems to have been the policy of those sec- 
tions of the nation for a great many years. 
Congress cannot justly pass a law that 
would fix the price of raw cotton without 
also, amd at the same time, fixing the price 
of everything, including labor, which nec- 
essarily enters into the cost of producing a 
pound of cotton. 

Neither would the consuming public be 
content with the mere fixing of the price 
of raw cotton unléss the federal government 
fixed the prices of yarns and manufactured 
goods from factory to consumer. If it be- 
comes imperative that the government must 
go into the general business of price fixing 
on all commodities in order that the Ameri- 
can ‘people as individuals shall be protected 
from the shylocks of profiteering, then let 
the method apply all along from producer 
to consumer on every essential necessary to 
our daily requirements. Congress cannot 
suggest and maintain a fixed price for raw 
cotton except upon a speculative basis which 
might or might not be fair to the growers. 
Certainly no authority can at this time 
equitably adjust a price for the crop of 1918, 
which is now being planted. Nor could the 
price be fixed arbitrarily under any condi- 
tions. It costs the farmer just as much to 
plant and cultivate an acre of cotton produc- 
ing only half a normal yield as it does un- 
der more favorable climatic conditions to 
produce a full crop. 

If congress wishes to render a real serv- 
ice to the cotton industry and protect the 
consumers of cotton goods, let it pass laws 
tending to economize the baling and mar- 
keting of the crop, and put a curb on such 
unbridled speculation as has been so ram- 
pant om our cotton éxchanges for the past 
two weeks. What is meeded are more econ- 
omies in baling and distribution, and a 
financial warehouse system which: will en- 
courage slow marketing and stability of 
prices. 

There is as high a degree of loyalty and 
patriotism among the farmers of the south 
as in any other section of this great na- 
tion, and they stand ready and willing to 


make as many sacrifices for their country’s 
needs, but they claim equal rights and his- 
tice, and wiil natur tA protest against 
every species of unjust discrimination.

Twenty years ago today the United States 
navy. as represented by a squadron of war- 
ships under the command of Commodore 
George Dewey, gave proof of its prowess by 
annihilating the Spanish fleet in Manila bay. 
The battle still stands as one of the red-letter 
events in the entire history of our navy. The 
victory was a most decisive one, and is gen- 
erally regarded as the greatest achievement 
of our war with Spain. 

It was late in April in 1898 that there came 
to Dewey from John D. Long, then secretary 
of the navy, this message: . 

“War has commenced between the United 
States and Spain. Proceed at once to Philip- 
Pine islands. Commence operations particu- 
larly against the Spanish fleet. You must 
capture vessels or destroy. Use utmost en- 
deavor.” 

Immediately all was action aboard the 
American warships, particularly the Olympia, 
which was the flagship of the squadron. In 
Subig bay Deweyysummoned the commanding 
officers of his fleet, and said: ‘“‘We shall 
enter Manila bay tonight, and you will fol- 
low the motions and movements of the flag- 
ship, which will lead.” Succeeding events 
have become matters of history. 

It was break of day on May 1 when 
Dewey’s fleet steamed into the Bay of Manila. 
The American line of battle was Olympia, 
Baltimore, Raleigh, Petrel, Gancord and Bos- 
ton. The Spanish line was ina Christina 
(flagship), Don Juan de Austria, Don An- 
tonio de Ulloa, Isla de Luzon, Isla de Cuba, 
and Marques de Duero. Im addition, both 
sides had several smaller craft which did not 
take active part in the conflict. 


When the forts had been passed the Ameri- | 


can vessels wheeled southward so as to en- 
fSage the extended Spanish line of ships while 
steaming in an ellipse. At a range of 5,000 
yards, Commodore Dewey turned to his cap- 
tain and said: “When you are ready, Gridley, 
Five times in succession the American 
ships “filed by the Spaniards, giving them 4 
broadside each time, and closing in at each 
turn until the range was reduced to 2,000 
yards. 
dore Dewey temporarily withdrew his fleet. 
The lull in the battle was improved on the 
American ships by serving breakfast to the 
men. At 11 o’clock the action was resumed. 
Thé flagship Reina Christina was blown up 
and one after another the remaining Spanish 
ships were sunk. The American. squadron 
then turned its fire upon the shore batteries 
and demolished them. 

The Spanish losses were eleven ships and 
381 men, or 19 per cent of the total force. 
Not a man was lost on the American squad- 
ron, nor was any ship disabled. It is this 
in the casualties that makes the 
battle of Manila bay one of the most remark- 
able of naval victories. 

It was at Manila that the clash occurred 
with the German vice admiral, Von Dieder- 
ichs, whose death in Europe was recently an- 
nounced. Sir Edward Chichester, son of the 
late Admiral Chichester, who commanded the 
British fleet at Manila, has told the story: 

“There is no doubt that there was a con- 
siderable amount of friction at the time, and 
that the Germans put numerous obstacles in 
Dewey’s way. The opinion was generally 
held at the time that the German admiral 
would send Dewey an ultimatum against a 
bombardment of Manila, with the threat that 
if he disregarded it he would have Germany 
to reckon with. My father, Admiral Chiches- 
ter, was asked by Admiral von Diederichs 
what his attitude would be if Germany re- 
quired’ the American commander to desist 
from attacking or bombarding Manila. My 
father replied that the attitude which the 
British fleet would adopt under the circum- 
stances Admiral von Diederichs raised was a 
matter that could only be decided between 
Admiral Dewey and himself. 

“Shortly after this the German (fleet 
cleared for action. Thereupon Admiral Chi- 
chester asked Admiral Dewey's permission 
to weigh anchor and take up a new position, 
which was agreeable to Dewey, whereupon 
the British fleet anchored between the lines 
of the American and German ships, the Brit- 
ish bands playing “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” Needless to say the German fleet with- 
drew without any attempt to interfere with 
the e pouas of Admiral Dewey.”

Cay WALUAM BRADY Mo X, 


COLIC, PHYSICAL AND MENTAL. 


It is a poor specimen of granny that | 


can’t diagnose colic in a baby a block away. 
It is a rare baby that someone doesn’t accusé 


of colic every time he opens up for a good | 


holler. 
hundred per cent baby ever started a rumpus 
late in the evening and drew up his legs in 
order to get a better purchase on his sound- 
producing mechanism without being charged 
with colic. 

Any baby worth a tinker’s dam will 
whoop it up for all he is worth at reasonable 
intervals. If he fails to’make a determined 
effort to raise the roof now and then, there 
is probably something wrong with the child. 
If he cries none at all, his mother or nurse 
should see to it that he receives a proper 
spanking once a day for the purpose of mak- 
ing him cry and get necessary exercise for 
his diaphragm and breathing muscles. 

Just because the baby chooses 12 p. m. 
instead of 12 a. m. for his exercise hour, as 
he is very likely to do when lights and ex- 
citement surround him all.evening instead of 
peace and darkness, is a mighty poor reason 
for plying the poor little mite with all sorts 
of remedies. 

As soon as you start pouring medicine 
down the helpless baby’s throat, on a pure~ 
ly circumstantial diagnosis of colic, right 
there your troubles begin The irritating 
stuff you call colic cure may temporarily 
quiet the noise, out of surprise and shock to 
the delicate nervous system, but be sure it 
wfll redouble the trouble tomorrow night 

It is a curfous thing, how unblushingly 
the average mother will pour medicine into 
a sensitive baby upon the merest whim of the 
most irresponsible bystander, such crude ir- 
ritants as peppermint, alcohol,- such poison 
as paregoric, and such foreign substances 
as chalk, bismuth, pepsin (pig extract), all 
without a blush. 

Colic sometimes really happens. But in 
the vast majority of instances in which the 
baby is unjustly accused of it there isa noth- 
The baby is 


a diaper too tight somewhere, a noise or light 
that frightens him But he gets his medicine 
just the same. ‘jiien he has something more 
to cry over. The medicine, acting like a 
wrench thrown into a complicated machine, 
upsets the whole nicely adjusted arrange- 
ment and the baby recovers normal condition 
and functional co-ordination only after sev- 
eral days of disturbance, if at all. 

Feeding medicine to a baby, no matter 
what the medicine contains or what it is 
supposed to atcomplish, is a far more serious 


, thing than many mothers imagine, and if it 


is to be done at all, and it isn’t in most well 
regulated households, the only safe plan is 
to leave the decision to the doctor.

To Improve Trade 
Statistics for War Work 


With the immediate object of furnishing 
more detailed and accurate information for 
the war boards engaged in licensing imports 
and exports and conserving tonnage, food- 
stuffs and raw materials, a radical revision 
and extension of the government's foreign 
trade statistical classification hag been un- 
dertaken by the bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce, department of commerce. 
To this end the businesg public is urged to 
make immediate suggestiong as to new 
classes of goods that ought to be shown in 
the trade statistics or new subdivisions of 
the present classes. 

Although the present need for more spe- 
cific statistics is largely brought about by 
the war, the bureau desires to make the sta- 
tistics of the largest possible permanent 
value in its work of promoting foreign com- 
merce after the war. The more extended use 
of statistics for commercial instead of purely 
legislative purposes was the moving factor in 
transferring the work of collecting and pub- 
lishing foreign trade statistics to the depart- 
ment of commerce years ago, and since the 
bureau of foreign and domestic commerce 
has been in charge of the work an extensive 
educational campaign hes been carried on to 
induce business men to study the statistics 
in planning extension of foreign markets. The 
classification has been amplified from time 
to time to meet the increasing needs of com- 
mercial interests for this purpose. 

The tariff commission, the food adminis- 
tration, the wer trade board, the shipping 
board and other war organizations are co- 
operating with the bureau in the effort to 
obtain a more detailed classification and wil] 
take measures to insure compliance with the 
official regulations. 

In making suggestions for the export 
classification the business man should bear 
in mind that the statistics are based on the 
description of merchandise as shown in ex- 
port declarations. filed by the shipper with 
the collector of customs at the port of clear- 
ance. A too detailed olassification going be- 
yond commonly used commercial terms must 
therefore be avoided. Likewise suggestions 
regarding imports should be made with due 
regard to the fact that statistics of imports 


follow the tariff classification and that sub- 
divisions for statistical purposes beyond cus- 
toms requirements are difficult to obtain and 
are apt to result Im inaccurate and mislead- 
ing figures,

Large Decrease 
In Immigration.

Prepared for The Constitution by the United 
States Food Administration at Washington. 


“We had planned to build a sleep- 
ing porch this spring. We've wanted 
it so long. But guess what we are go- 
ing to put up insteai? A chicken 
house and runways! I'm going into 
the city now to see about lumber and 
wire netting and all the other things 
it takes—for since Mr. W. has taken 
on war work for the government he 
hasn't time to think about our house 
affairs.” 

This was a snatch of conversation 
overheard the other day on an inter; 
urban car. And her tone was enough 
to consecrate one to patriotic service. 

It isn't a time to consult our owny 
selfish wishes and desires. Even in 
the matter of home improvement this 
spring it shouldn’t be what we want 
for our comfort, but’ what will help 
our country. Just now poultry 
houses are more vital than sleeping 
porches. 

Every suburban dweller who can is 
urged to raise enough chickens for 
home consumption of eggs. If proper- 
ly managed the refuse from the 
kitchen and garden can be converted 
into fresh eggs. 

To do this no hired workers are 
necessary ag on the farm. Even the 
children can be taught to look after 
the chicken house. There need be no 
expense for labor. 


The use of poultry and eggs durin 
= 
the past winter released millions of 


pounds of beef and pork for shipment 
abroad. Now that the American peo- 
ple, through their patriotic saving, 
have so relieved the meat situation 
that the ban can be temporarily re- 
moved from meatless meals and pork- 
less Saturdays, the chickens and poul- 
try conditions is expected to improve. 

Too many bimtis, either laying or 
about to lay, have been sacrificed. In 
Texas alone about forty carloads of 
some four thousand hens and pullets 
each were shipped to market during 
the six weeks preceding February 11.

Aid of Speaker Champ Clark 
Asked By President of State 
Agricultural Society. 


Urging that no price for 


should be fixed by congress, Martin 
V. Calvin, president of the Georgia 
State Agricultural society, has written 
a letter to Champ Clark, speaker of the 
house of representatievs. 

Mr. Calvin asserts that under exist- 
ing circumstances the cost of producing 
a pound of cotton is 20 cents, and that 
notwithstanding the conditions of war, 
the price, compared with the price of 
production, has not reached an ex- 
traordinary high mark, and will 
not do so.

Hon. Champ Clark, Speaker of the House of 


Representatives, Washington, D. 

Mr. Speaker: Through the customary 
channels of information, the fact has been 
made known to the public that there has 
been introduced in the house of representa- 
tives a bill which has for its object fixing 
a maximum price of 20 cents a pound on 
cotton as marketed by the producers. 

In the name and on behalf of the Georgia 
State Agricultural society, now in the 108th 
year of its unselfish usefulness, I respect- 
fully submit that no such bill should be 
given the indorsement of the house.

But no price for cetton should be fired 
by the government. It is a great staple 
produced, in point of fact, by only ten 
states in the United States. There are 
thirteen states listed by the census bureau, 
but they produce, comparatively speaking.

(127,742,000) bushels of wheat—dquite one- 
fifth of the crop of the United States that 
year.

imum price of wheat as fixed by the gov- | 


ernment. 
Notwithstanding 
the price of cotton, 


the conditions of war, 
compared with the price 
of production, has not reached an extraor- 
dinary high mark. It will not do so. 

On the other hand, wheat, a food crop 
in particular, would soar skyward in price 
—almost out of sight—but for the maxi- 
mum price fixed by the government. 

Through you, Mr. Speaker, the Georgia 
State Agricultural society respectfully pe- 
titions the house of representatives not to 
lend a favorable ear to any proposition 
which looks to fixing a maximum price on 
cotton—the world’s greatest staple crop.

There aré ten million men, more or less, in Europe intent upon killing one another. There must 
There is one whole nation— 
Belgv:m—in exile or on the verge-of starvation at home: her cities destroyed, her industries ruined, 
her farms devastated. There is Russia, not many months ago seemingly freed from the yoke of oppres- 


There is Poland, the stepchild of Europe, bleeding anew from the wounds inflicted by victory-wild 
German hordes—her womanhood abducted and her childhood slain. . 

All Germany seems one collective impulse of hatred and vengeance. Shrines of art and learning 
and piety have been ruthlessly destroyed, and will be destroyed. War has reddened the waters of 
almost all the seven seas. 

And upon the backs of the people of centuries to come is heaped up a burden: of debt incal- 
culable, in facilitation of the work of murder and rapine. Business and commerce are crippled or 
Arts and sciences languish. The schools of Europe are empty. The youth are called from 
factory and furrow and farm to the colors. Marriages are forced in order to bring forth children 
against the time when they, too, shall be needed to feed to the cannon. Wives are foodless—chil- 
dren crying for fathers in-nameless graves by the Scheldt, the Meuse, the Vistula—on the bottom 
of the sea. | 

And the anguish of the white-haired mothers for missing sons; of wives for their mates; lovers 
for their sweethearts. Like an abstract from a description of the life of the dark ages, this merry- 
making of fiends incarnate; this unbelievable rampage of a nation doomed to everlasting shame. 

And the war works evil on all nations. Holland’s troops are mobilized—and Denmark’s and 
Sweden’s and Norway’s—all at an enormous expense. Canada and Australia and India are called 


on for their manhood, for supplies, all of which costs money in staggering sums. Poor' little Portugal 
is dragged into the devil’s dance of debt and maybe of death. There is not a person on the planet 
who is not hurt by this war. Iceland suffers by the mines in the far North Sea. Brazil is glutted 
with her coffee because of it; China with her tea. Hawaii loses her Japanese labor because the men 
ot Nippon go home to fight, and her sugar sales fall off. 

And the,United States! The great war shows that the world is knit together, that no people 
can suffer much without other people suffering, too. The thoughtful of all lands cannot fail to see 
that the stupendous conflict must demonstrate to all minds the common interest of all nations in 
peace. This war is a stupid, foolish, unnecessary war. And so every thoughtful’ man knows that 
GERMANY MUST BE CRUSHED EVEN AS GERMANY HAS CRUSHED BELGIUM. 

How remote did war seem, from our shores! True,’ we heard the pitiful call of woe and want 
and despair; of suffering that in forms innumerable enveloped the earth. We fed and we clothed 
unhappy Belgium, carried succor to grief-stricken Poland, sent white-gowned messengers: of mercy 
to the bedside of dying France. And all the while we took care of our own miseries at home. It is 
worse now than it was in the time when, as Macaulay wrote (I quote from memory): “And Red Men 
slew each other by the Great Lakes in North America, and Black Men butchered one another on 
the coast of Coromandel that Frederick might rob a neighbor he had promised to defend.” 

War has stirred America from a long sloth. We are thinking of other things than the idols of 
the market place. We cannot refuse our sympathy to those countless legions who fight against 
one common foe—against the heartless Hun, going to slaughter and rape and pillage; seeking with a 
song on his lips and murder in his heart an imaginary “place in the sun.” For him there is no 
obstacle.. To him nothing is sacred. Lofty cathedrals, monuments to a nation’s pride and loyalty 
and devotion, crumbling in the dust. | His spurs touch the aged on the ground and his sword strikes 
the feeble. His hands, red with the life-blood of thousands, sully the chaste garments of: Europe’s 
womanhood. Little children—some barely weaned from a mother’s breast—lie cold and still—on 
the wayside. 

And first we saw Belgium robbed of every atom of her national possessions—saw her splendid 
strength sapped, as it were, by the overpowering hordes. We saw them miake sacrifices—even the 
supreme sacrifice. Saw them give up all, even unto life itself. Saw them driven into bondage, fam- 
: We saw France—glorious, sunny France—the France of the 
poet's dream—cast into somber despair. Saw her trying to protect her homes and her boundaries— 
so that to lost Alsace and Lorraine might not be added the provinces of the Somme and the Meuse. 
France, kneeling at the shrine of Joan of Arc, wanting and suffering and weeping—withal fighting the 
superhuman fight. .

Do For the Navy = y 


All America must be mobilized to 
win the war. We have mobilized our 
men, now we must mobilize our dol- 
lars. This Third Liberty Loan is just 
about enough to pay the appropria- 
tions made for the Greater Navy in 
our first year of war and provide for 
those now pending in Congress. The 
Naval Appropriation Bill, which has 
passed the House and is now pend- 
ing in the Senate, provides appropria- 
tions of $1,884,816,416 for the next 
fiscal year. In addition $66,321,672 
was appropriated in the Urgent De 
ficiency Bill recently passed. Con- 
gress last year made the following 
appropriations: 

Act of March 4, 1917.$ 516,491,802.08 
Act of June 15, 1917.. 514,805,033.87 
Act of Oct. 6, 1917... 516,436,023.50 


$1,692,782,859.45 


This, with the amount provided in 
the Urgent Deficiency Bill and the 
appropriations now pending, makes a 
total of $3,043,870,947 for the Navy 
since the break with Germany. If we 
add the $312,888,060 carried in the 
Naval Bill of August 29, 1916, we have 
a total of $3,856,759,007. 


The significance of these appropria- 


tions can be better grasped when it 
is recalled that the total expenditures 
of the Navy from the date of its for- 
mal establishment in 1794 to 1916, in- 
clusive, were $3,867,160,591.77, only a 
little over $10,000,000 more than the 
appropriations made during the past 
two years and those now pending. 
And this is a good index to the vast 
expansion of the Navy. : 
There are now four times as many 
ships and more than four times as 
many men in the Navy as there were 
when war was declared. It now em- 
braces more than 865,000 men and of- 
ficers, and Congress is providing for 
a further increase. When we en- 
tered the war there were 69,046 men 
and officers in the regular Navy (now 
there are more than 200,000) and 13.,- 
692 in the Marine Corps, which has 
grown to more than 40,000. The Na- 
val Reserve force, which formerly 
comprised only a few hundred men, 
has grown to more than 100,000. We 
have 15,000 National Naval Volun- 
teers, former Naval Militia, in serv- 
ice, and the Coast Guard with its 
force of 5,000, is operating under the 
Navy for the period of the war. 


Our . ship construction program, 
which is being carried out at record 
speed, is the largest ever undertaken 
by any navy. We have built or con- 
tracted for more than a thousand ves- 
sels of every type from huge battle 
cruisers to submarine chasers. We 
are building more destroyers than any 
two navies possessed at the beginning 
of the European war. A new type of 
steel craft which possesses many of 
the characteristics of the destroyer 
and. is expected to prove very effec- 
tive in fighting the submarines is be- 
ing built at the Ford automobile 
works in Detroit. We have contract- 
ed for a large number of these, and 
Mr. Ford is erecting at Detroit an ex- 
tensive plant for the assembling of 
these vessels. The first will be com- 
pleted in the early summer, and after 
that they will be turned out very rap- 
idly. 

A modern-type destroyer, 
equipped, costs $2,000,000;

iship of the superdreadnanght type} 
which we are building—the largest in 
the world—costg $25,000,000 to $30,- 
000,000. It costs $1,000 to fire a sin- 
gle shell from the immense guns on 
our battleships. So it will be seen 
that hundreds of millions are needed 
to build the ships the Navy requires. | 
To provide the thousands of guns, 
and the immense amount of shells 
and ammunition required, many mil- 
lions more are needed. The expen- 
ditures of the Bureau of Ordnance 
last year increased twenty times, from 
$300,000,000 to about $600,000,000. 


With the five-fold growth in per- 
sonnel, there is a corresponding in- 
crease in the amount required for food 
and clothing. To house and train the 
quarter of a million’ recruits who en- 
listed last year twenty large training 
camps were erected, each a little city 
in itself. 

Our principal navy yards have been 
greatly enlarged, new foundries, ma- 
chine shops and warehouses erected, 
and new shipways built, increasing 
our shipbuilding facilities.

In view of present circumstances, it | 
is unfortunately safe to expect that 
there will be a fourth and a fifth and 
maybe a sixth and seventh Liberty 
Loan, and it is our solemn duty to set j 
our teeth in the determination that, | 
no matter how long the war may last, 
no matter how often our secretary of 
the treasury may have to appeal to our 
patriotism, the money will not only 
be forthcoming, but it will be raised 
in the only manner that will preserve 


our strength for the long fight to come 
—through the savings of the people. 
If the people do not save, the alterna- 
tive must be inflation with all its dis- 
astrous consequences. People talk a 
great deal about inflation. There are 
those who are so haunted with the 
fear of inflation that they shrink from 
every new and courageous step in 
financing the war. They forget, how- 
ever, that the very nature of our pres- 
ent problems makes it impossible en- 
tirely to avoid inflation unless all nec- 
essary funds are raised by taxation. 
There are those, on the other hand, 
who believe that we must make efforts 
artificially to stimulate inflation in 
order to enable us successfully to deal 
with our task. But those who are 
wedded to this latter school of thought 
overlook the fact that inflation under 
all and any circumstances is a most 
pernicious evil, even though a neces- 
sary one at this time. Its well-known 
consequences are a rapid increase in 
prices and a corresponding decrease in 
the purchasing power of the dollar. As 
the increase in prices progresses, the 
amount that the government must bor- 
row grows correspondingly. It _ be- 
comes a neck-and-neck race bétween 
a fictitious wealth and a reduced value 
of what this wealth can buy in labor 
and in goods. It must be our aim, 
therefore to restrict it to the smallest 
scope compatible with the achieve- 
ment of our national purpose—the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war. 


One hundred and twelve billions of 
dollars, an amount the true meaning 


of which none of us is capable of 
grasping, have been spent by belliger- 
ent governments for powder and shot, 
for trenches, for food and other things 
of which no trace is being left at this 
time. That means that if we draw up 
a world’s balance sheet we would find 
that. speaking by and large, the assets 
of the corporation—being in this case 
the world—have not increased, but its 
obligations issued against-them have 
increased out of all proportion. If the 
account is to balance and if the obli- 
ations are to be accepted at approx- 
imately par, the assets must be written 
up to make up the difference. 
to say, goods increase in price as se- 
curities and currency decrease in pur- 
chasing power. This process must

waste of the government is not coun- 
ter-balanced by increased economy on 
the part of the people.

on the one side of the balance sheet of 


the world corporation are all the things 
unconsumed; on the other side are the 
dollars. If the dollars increase rapid- '! 
ly and the “things” do not increase, or 
decrease, there must ensue inflation of 
prices. The means to counteract in- 
flation are, therefore, on the one hand, 
increased production and decreased 
consumption of things, and, on the 
other, a slowing down in speed and 
volume in creating new dollars by the 
issue of new securities or currency or 
credits. The more we save, the more

forts and luxuries and a voluntary 
lending of the resulting savings to the 
government.

non-essentials bears very directly on 


another phase of the question. The 
credit that the government secures by 
selling its bonds is of value to the gov- 
ernment only. to the extent to which 
it can use that credit to procure el 
goods and services which it and our 
allies need for the successful prose- 
cution of the war. Twenty billions of 
dollars are of no use to the govern- 
ment if goods and services can be se-| 
cured only to the extent of three Dil-, 
lions of dollars. We must, rac shin 
do everything in our power directly or 
indirectly to release both goods and 
labor for the purposes for which the 
government needs them. Whoever uses | 
or buys anything, as Hartley Withers | 
says, “makes somebody work for it.” | 
In other words, to use or to buy any- 
thing is to use services, labor and ma- 
terial which, to the largest possible 
degree, ought to be placed at the dis- 
posal of the allied governments. Wheth- 
er it be food, coal, wood, steel, cloth, 
labor or transportation, the result in 
all cases is the same. Whoever com- 
petes with the government by freely 
satisfying his own desire is a factor in) 
driving up the price of goods and labor | 
and a clog‘in the wheels of transporta- 
tion.
